It is universally 
conceded 
that business of every sort must be 
prudently and skillfully conducted to 
avoid failure and disaster 
Equally 
as important 
is such 
- n managment 
of the business of housekeeping 
Once upon a time it was supposed 
that housekeepers 
were 
born 
not 
made 
Moreover that they consisted 
of odd materials unfit for any other 
purpose 
A 
plain 
stupid 
woman 
with no taste for 
society and with- 
out 


¬ 
intellectuality 
for 
any 
other 
pursuits 
would 
do well enough for 
housekeeper 
Henven had evidental 
ly intended her for this 
She usual- 
ly 


¬ 
got a husband 
which often 
her 
brainier 
sister did not 
She was 
satisfied with her lot in life settled 
down to -- housekeeping and 
became 
so absorbed in it that she had no 
other interests 
We cannot say that 
such a woman was a failure 
No 
for she lived

In the time of our grandmothers 
the home was the great unit of life 
Under its roof 
were 
the factories
